POST-WAR PROSPECTS 


Faith in Tradition of Democracy— 
‘‘Desire for Higher Standards 
Won’t Be Denied” 


Surveying the post-war problems of 
Western Agriculture in the larger 
setting of national and international 
events, Hon. J. E. Brownlee, K.C., 
LL.D., Vice-President of United Grain 
Growers, Ltd., speaking at the Annual 
Dinner of the Company in the Palliser 
Hotel, Calgary, last week, found it 
possible to view with sober optimism 
the prospect of the coming years. 

None of the difficulties was treated 
lightly. Their formidable character 
was stressed. But the speaker dis- 
cerned in’ both the struggle for new 
and more effective forms of world 
organization and in the _ powerful 
farm movement which has been built 
up in Canada, the means by which 
these difficulties in their respective 
fields might be overcome. 


Will Not Be Tolerated 


“Better opinion in Canada,” stated 
Mr. Brownlee, in the course of an 
address both powerful and inspiring, 
“‘has advanced to that state that never 
again will its people sanction a policy 
of subsistence relief for citizens in 
distress and want. Neither will Can- 
ada again sanction or tolerate a decline 
in prices of primary products far 
below the cost of production.” 
pronouncement the great audience that 
filled the dining hall to capacity, en- 
dorsed by sustained applause. 

Over the Dinner, attended by 
delegates, directors and staff, and a 
large number of guests, R. 8. Law, 
President and General Manager of 
the Company, ably presided. Among

Figures in Reinforcements Crisis 


ROE SEO ORY 


So acute has become the political crisis arising out of the grave disclosure 
that the pool of infantry reinforcements overseas tends to fall below prospective 
needs, that Prime Minister King has called the House of Commons to meet 
on Wednesday next, November 22nd, when, it is anticipated, he will ask for a 
vote of confidence after the issue has been discussed. 

Becoming convinced, after visiting the army overseas, that the sending 
of trained draftees to Europe had become imperative, Col. the Hon. J 
Ralston (left) was asked for his resignation after the Prime Minister and.a ma- 
jority of his colleagues failed to support him. He was succeeded by General 
A. G. McNaughton, former commander of the Canadian army overseas, who 
expressed opposition to conscription and confidence in his own ability to 
find the needed reinforcements by voluntary means in time. 

Col. Ralston has stated in effect that. Canadian infantry in Italy and Holland 
may face a serious shortage of reinforcements before the end of December. 
C.F. Leader M. J. Coldwell has declared that if the situation is serious 
enough to demand it, on the basis of information which he calls for, the home 
defence force must be sent overseas. Progressive-Conservative Leader John 
Bracken has demanded that the Government now make the home defence 
army available for reinforcements.

Would Remove All Surplus 
Cattle From Home Market 


Taking the stand that only a sound 
stabilization program for marketing 
beef, sheep and lambs, could prevent 
occasional slumps during the period 
of heavy marketings up to the end 
of the war, the directors of the Al- 
berta Federation of Agriculture, meet- 
ing in Calgary last week, by resolution 
urged that the Canadian Meat Board 
should remove all surplus cattle from 
the Canadian market and arrange for 
their orderly marketing in the U.S. 


First Exponent in Canada

“It is our proud tradition that 
our Company was the first expon- 
ent of this new idea in Canada 
and possibly onthe North American 
continent; for strangely enough, it 
was not until 1919 that the laws 
of the United States permitted the full 
evelopment of co-operatives in that 
country.

Company Seeks Authoritative 
Decision as to What Taxes 


Are Due 


ELD in Calgary on Thursday 
H and Friday, November 9th and 

10th, the Thirty-eighth Annual 
Meeting of United Grain Growers, 
Ltd., was attended by some 300 
delegates elected by locals in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, Alberta, and _ British 
Columbia, representing 338,000 farmer 
shareholders of the Company. Dele- 
gates expressed their satisfaction with 
the excellent financial record of the 
Company during the year, as well as 
with the services which the Board of 
Directors have given to Canadian 
Agriculture by their activities in 
various fields, in which they have 
advanced policies which have been 
’ incorporated eventually in the national 
agricultural policy of the Dominion. 


Financial Statement 


The financial statement of the Com- 
pany for the fiscal year ended July 
3lst, 1944, presented by R. S. Law, 
President of the Company, who was 
in the chair, showed profit for the 
year, subject to taxes, of $475,152.79. 
After appropriation of $230,000.00 
for income and excess profits taxes, 
a net profit is left of $245,152.79. 
Provision for dividend at the rate of 
five per cent for the year on paid up 
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capital amounted to $157,342.00. The 
earned surplus account previously 
stood at $458,411.89, and after pro- 
vision of $25,575.25 for redeeming and 
cancelling 1630 preferred shares, and 
writing off $21,580.44 bond discount 
and expense, the earned surplus ac- 
count is-‘carried forward at $499,066.99. 

Bond irtérest: of $105,959.41, and 
depreciation to the amount of $493,- 
272.95 were provided before arriving 
at the profit subject to taxes. 

The paid up Capital Stock of the 
Company is $3,137,030 and with gen- 
eral-reserve, capital reserve and earned 
surplus, the total shareholders’ equity 
is $5,396,451.98. : 

The report stated that during the 
past year more grain than ever before 
passed through the Company’s ele- 
vator system, which includes 529 
country elevators, and terminal ele- 
vators at Port Arthur, Ont., and 
Vancouver and Victoria, B.C. 


Patronage Dividend Reserve 


Provision was also made for appro- 
Lae for the year of $1,225,000 to 

atronage Dividend Reserve, _in- 
creasing the amount of that reserve, 
with appropriations made during three 
preceding years, to $2,200,000. Pay- 
ments from Patronage Dividend Re- 
serve are in suspense, pending final 
decision as to the Company’s liability 
to taxation in connection therewith. 

While Patronage Dividends were 
paid for the fiscal years ending in 1927 
and 1928, it was not until the fiscal 
year ending in 1941 that the Company 
entered on a period of years when it 
was again found possible to make 
appropriations for this purpose. The 
following appropriations have been 
made:

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United Grain Growers Report on Satisfactory Year 


President Re-elected 


for the year ended 1941, was paid out 
although as indicated in the annual 
. report for that year, there was some 
doubt at that time as to the Com- 
pany’s tax status in connection there- 
with. Before any subsequent pay- 
ments of this kind could be made the 
Income Tax Department brought up 
the question of taxation and later 
informed the Company that the De- 
partment of Justice had ruled that 
the Company could not claim these 
amounts as deductions from Income 
for taxation purposes. That opinion 
was not accepted by the Company as 
finally disposing of the matter, inas- 
much as certain tax cases were to be 
heard before the Exchequer Court 


of Canada, expected to lead to deceit 


sions which might have a bearing on 
the Company’s: tax position. 

It- is planned, as soon as an actual 
assessment is made against the Com- 
pany for any of the four years in ques- 
tion, to make an appeal which in due 
course will bring the Company’s case 
before the Exchequer Court, wualess 
prior Court decisions are so conclusive 
as to make that step unnecessary. 
The first steps in that direction have 
not yet been taken, since assessments 
against the Company by the Income 
Tax department have been delayed. 
Hearing of the cases first referred to 
has been suspended because of appoint- 
ment of the Royal Commission, and 
it will be some time yet before the 
situation is cleared up. If it is ulti- 
mately found that the Company is 
taxable with respect to the patronage 
dividends paid and gravided most of 
the patronage dividend reserve above 
referred to will be absorbed in taxes, 
and will have to be paid to the Gov- 
ernment instead of to customers of 
the Company. 


Seeks Authoritative Decision 


The Company is not, and has not 
been, in the position of seeking to 
evade any taxes. Instead it is seeking 
a final and authoritative decision, such 
as only a court can give, as to what 
taxes are due to the* Government. 
Whatever the law may be, it is both 
the duty of the Government to enforce 
it, and of individuals and corporations 
to abide thereby. Whether or not the 
law should be changed is a matter to 
be separately dealt with, and finally 
to be settled only by Parliament, as 
no doubt will be done following the 
report of the Royal Commission. 

It cannot be expected that under 
conditions of the future, it will be 
possible to continue to set aside for 
patronage dividends, sums correspond- 
ing with those of the past four years. 
Operating results of | paed four years 
have been largely affected by war 
conditions and also by Government 
wartime policies in respect to wheat. 


Subsidiary Companies 


Subsidiary companies are owned 
entirely by United Grain Growers 
Limited, and the Consolidation of 
accounts thus presents a statement 
for the enterprise as a whole. Four 
subsidiary companies were engaged in 
active business during the past year, 
and each contributed sshabansialie to 
the net earnings of the Company. 
United Grain Growers Terminals Lim- 
ited, is the subsidiary company through 
which are operated the terminal ele- 
vators at Port Arthur, Vancouver and 
Victoria, which operation forms an 
essential part of the grain business 
of the Company. The Country Guide 
Limited is the company which publishes 
the farm magazine The Country 
Guide, and the Public Press, Limited, 
owns and operates the plant where the 
printing of that magazine is carried on. 
Through United Grain Growers Secur- 
ities Company Limited an insurance 
agency business is conducted. The 
Board of Directors of each subsidiary 
Company is constituted by the whole 
Board of United Grain Growers Lim- 
ited, . 

The Company's Elevator System 


The Company’s elevator system at 
the close of the past fiscal year included 
529 country elevators, one more than 
a year previous,

In behalf of the Board of Directors 
of United Grain Growers, Ltd., R. S. 
Law (above), President of the Com- 
pany, presented a highly satisfactery 
statement of the past year’s operations 
of the Company. Discussing post-war 
prohlems he declared: ‘‘The pros- 
perity of Canadian agriculture and 
the welfare of all those engaged therein 
are bound up with the success of 
efforts now being made to insure 
collaboration of the nations of the 
world.”” Mr. Law was _ re-elected 
President at the post-Convention 
Directors’ meeting. 


At Port Arthur the Company owns 
and operates a terminal elevator with 
a capacity of 5,500,000 bushels and 
temporary annexes adjacent thereto 
with a capacity of 4,000,000 bushels, 
a total capacity at Port Arthur of 
9,500,000 bushels. At Vancouver, 
B.C. a terminal elevator with a ca- 
pacity of 2,600,000 bushels is operated 
under lease from the Dominion Har- 
bours Board and at Victoria, B.C., a 
million bushel terminal elevator, leased 
from the City of Victoria. 

It has always been the policy of the 
Company to maintain its elevators 
fully in good operating condition from 
year to year, the report points out, 
and until recently a process of con- 
tinuous. improvement in facilities was 
carried out. Under war conditions it 
became necessary some time ago to

reduce the improvement’ program. 
More recently it had not been. possible 
to carry out fully the maintenance 
rogram, for neither labor nor mater- 
ials have been available for work 
which otherwise would have been done. 
At the end of the war it will be neces- 
sary to undertake a substantial amount 
of deferred maintenance. 

During the past summer there has 
been much congestion in the railway 
ards at the lakehead. Because of 
abor difficulties and shortage of men, 
terminals were often unable to unload 
railway cars as fast as these were 
delivered. Fortunately the Company’s 
own elevator, equipped with automatic 
car unloaders, experienced much less 
difficulty in this respect than occurred 
at elevators without this equipment. 

The temporary annexes at Port 
Arthur, built in 1941, proved extremely 
useful during a comparatively brief 
period of use. 

The Company ope”ates, as a terminal, 
an elevator at Kdmonton, acquired 
from its former owner the Gillespie 
Grain Company. It.is found particu- 
larl usefut in marketing re-cleaned, 
high quality oats from Northern Al- 
berta. 

It was recalled that in 1943 the 
number of the Company’s country 
elevators was increased by 82, largely 
by the purchase of elevators formerly 
operate 
pany in rta, while there were also 
other purchases. It had been very 
gratifying to see the results of this 
change of ownership, and the fact 
that former customers continued to 
atronize them while new customers 
ayo been attracted through the 
operation of these elevators by United 

rain Growers Limited. Operating 
results for the past year, had fully 
justified the purchase of these ele- 
vators, the report indicated.

With, Board Report 


Price increases for Wheat Board 
street wheat put into effect by different 
elevator companies in October, 1944, 
retroactive to August Ist, were dealt 
with in the Annual Report of United 
Grain Growers, Ltd., who stated that 
the Company, as a matter of competi- 
tive necessity, met the situation and 
announced corresponding price in- 
creases, also as from August Ist, 1944. 


Official Record of Circumstances 


This, it was said, has an important 
bearing on the Company’s tax posi- 
tion, and consequently official record 
was made of the circumstances... The 
report points out that Section 6 (2) 
of the fioume War Tax Act reads as 
follows: 

“The Minister may disallow any 

expense which,he in his discretion 
may determine to be in excess of 
what is reasonable or normal for 
the business carried on by the 
taxpayer, or which was incurred in 
respect of any transaction or opera- 
tion which in his opinion § has 
unduly or artificially reduced the 
income.”’ 

Section. 32A (1) of the same Act 
reads. as follows: 

“Notwithstanding any of the 
rovisions of this Act, where the 
‘reasury Board is of the opinion 

that. the main purpose for which 

any transaction or transactions 
was or were effected (whether be- 
fore or after the passing of this 

Act) was the avoidance or reduc- 

tion of liability to tax under this 

Act, it may, if it thinks fit, direct 

that such adjustment shall be 

made as respects liability to tax 
under this Act as it considers 
appropriate, so as to counteract 
the avoidance or reduction of lia- 
bility to tax under this Act, which 
would otherwise be effected by 
such transaction or transactions, 
and tax shall be assessed and 
levied accordingly and shattbe 
ayable as in this Act provided.” 

Tt appeared to the Board of Direc- 
tors of United Grain Growers, which 
met in special session to consider this 
situation, that if the extra payments 
in question were deliberately and 
voluntarily made, and not as a matter 
of competitive necessity, they might 
well be considered by the authorities 
as made to ‘unduly or artificially 
reduce the income’’ or for the purpose 
of “avoidance or reduction of liability 
to tax’. There should be no such 
danger about making such payments 
to meet competition and thereby to 
avoid loss of business. 

The 
adopt any policy under which the 
Company could be accused of attempts 
at tax evasion. Moreover, the Board 
states, it would have been highly 
dangerous to pay out large sums of 
money, amounting to huntlreds of 
thousands of dollars, and at the same 
time incur a risk of having later to 

ay Income Tax on such amounts. 

he situation in that, respect, it was 
pointed out, corresponds exactly to 
the situation in respect to the Com- 
pany’s Patronage -Dividend Reserve, 
which is dealt with elsewhere in the 
general summary of the Board’s report. 


Responsibility of Canadian Wheat 
Board 

The Canadian’ Wheat Board was 
involved in this. situation. Only the 
Board may buy wheat, which is receiv- 
ed and paid for at country elevators 
by the elevator companies as agents 
for the Wheat Board. Under its Act 
of incorporation it is the duty of that 
body to provide: 

“That each producer shall re- 
ceive for the same’ grade and 
quality of wheat the same price on 
on the Fort William-Port Arthur 
or Vancouver basis.” '

see that payments for wheat made by 
its different agents or made by its 
agents during different periods\of the 
year were equalized. The interest of 
the Company, however, demanded 
that there should be no further delay 
than absolutely necessary in equaliz- 
ing payments made at the Company’s 
elevators with those elsewhere made. 
It could not afford to wait for adjust- 
ment to be made by the Wheat Board 
which already had had a week in which 
to consider its position, in the period 
during which wheat prices in Alberta 
were on a lower basis than in ‘other 
Provinces. 
Situation Aggravated 

The situatién had been aggravated 
during the past week, state the Board 
of United Grain Growers, in such a 
way as to emphasize still more present 
divergence from the Canadian Wheat 
Board Act, and the responsibility of 
the Canadian Wheat. Board in this 
connection. 

‘“‘As a result of the events already 
described, still higher prices for Wheat 
Board wheat are now being paid at 
a number of points in Western Canada, 
where some elevator companies have 
advanced their payments for Board 
street wheat by another one or two 
cents per bushel,” states the report. 
“Thus, at the points in question, some 
farmers are now. getting paid — for 
wheat delivered to the Wheat Board 
on one price basis, while the majority 
of farmers are being paid by the 
agents of the Wheat Board on another

and a lower basis. Such discrepancies 


may quite possibly become more 
exaggerated in the near future. Con- 
tinuance of such a state of affairs 
can easily involve the Canadian Wheat 
Board in difficulties from claims of 
some producers for adjustments, while 
there is danger also of bringing dis- 
credit upon the Board. 

“The Canadian Wheat Board is the 
only body permitted by law to pur- 
chase wheat from producers in Canada. 
It acts through agents for which it 
must be finally .responsible in all 
matters affecting price. The Cana- 
dian Wheat Board Act requires it to 
see that all producers of wheat re- 
ceive the same prices for the same 
grades. That is not being done. 

“The Wheat Board will find it 
neeessary, sooner or later, to insist ° 
upon uniformity of treatment of 
farmers by its agents. 

“In any event, the 
for handling street wheat cannot 
continue for very long. It has been 
made possible only betéause elevator 
companies have been receiving large 
revenues for storing wheat. . Such 
storage charges, for more than a year, 
have been paid largely by the Govern- 
ment of Canada, on the wheat it took 
over for Government purposes ‘on 
September 27th, 1943. Revenue from 
that source may disappear to a large 
extent in the fairly near future, when 
western -wheat is shipped out to fill . 
requirements in Britain and other 
countries overseas,”

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REINFORCEMENTS THE CRISIS 


In our last issue we wrote that the strength of 
Canada’s will to victory would in large degree be 

easurable by the extent of her citizens’ support 
of the Victory Loan. The result of the Loan has left no 
doubt of the strength of #hat will. 

At the very moment when the Victory Loan 
campaign was nearing its climax, however, the 
Dominion was faced—though the evidence of it 
had not been presented to the public—with an issue 
of a different order and of incomparably greater 
significance. It had become virtually certain that 
unless the rate of flow of infantry reinforcements 
to Canada’s Fighting Forces overseas could be 
ereatly accelerated, the ranks of our infantry divi- 
sions would soon be gravely depleted. That cer- 
tainty the Minister of National Defence,Col. Ralston, 
had established in his own mind as a result of 
conferences with high officers in Europe and visits 
to the fighting fronts. ) ? 

Col. Ralston was brought to the conclusion (no 
doubt reluctantly) that nothing but the despatch 
without delay of trained men of Canada’s ‘‘home 
army” could give assurance of reinforcements ade- 
quate to the need that may arise in the period 
immediately ahead. He recommended that these 
men be sent. He pressed his recommendation upon 
the Cabinet, and because he pressed very hard, Mr. 
King (having obtained a different opinion from 
General McNaughton) fired his Minister and ap- 
pointed General McNaughton in his -stead. © 


Within a few days the House of Commons will 
be in session, and the demand will be imperative 
that all the cards shall be laid on the table. 

This is certain: ‘The vast majority of th people 
of Canada will tolerate no policy (or lack o policy) 
that leaves our men on the fighting fronts without 
the reinforcements they may so greatly need in 
heavy new battles in which, unless all signs fail, 


they must soon take part. 


As our readers know, it has been our expressed 
judgment since the war began that conscription 
provides the only equitable means of filling the 
ranks of our armed services. Today, however, the 
national issue turns less upon questions of abstract 
justice and fairness (important as those questions 


are) than upon the urgent requirements of the 
soldiers who are “in the line’. 


It is in such terms 
that the answer must be found. |

A recent instance is the adoption by the Agri- 
cultural Sub-committee of the Advisory Committee 
on Reconstruction appointed by the Dominion 
Government, of several important recommendations 
made in a statement presented to the U.G.G. Con- 
vention in behalf of the Board a year ago, and adopt- 
ed by the Convention.

Finishing Poultry for Market 


A FEEDING PROGRAM USED BY ONE OF OUR LARGEST RAISERS 
IN ALBERTA 


For some few years now we have passed on to our members the 
details of a finishing ration that has been found very satisfactcry for 
poultry. We have advice that in years past, many of our members 
used this ration and we trust that it may serve a useful purpose again 
this year. 

The chickens and particularly the fowl can be finished off nicely 
in four weeks but with turkeys it takes longer. 

Feeding Program se 


Here is the feeding program used by one of our largest raisers of turkeys 
in this Province: 

1. Keep a hopper of whole oats in front of tre turkeys at all times, for 
they like oats and it is an excellent conditioner as well as being a good food. 


2. Keep grit available as required. . 3 
3. For their main feeding use the following ration—a mixture of one 


hundred pounds used as illustration: 

42 3/4 lb.—Ground Wheat. 

42 3/4 lb.—Ground Barley. 

10 lb.—Meat Scrap. 
| lb.—Cod Liver Oil (Pilehardene). 
1 1/2 lb.—Hog Mineral. 
| Ib.—Salt. 
| lb.-Feed Buttermilk Powder. 


100 lbs.—Tratal. 
For convenience in feeding this, use a self feeder. 
4. Plenty of Skimmilk or Buttermilk if available, and if not, see that 
they have ready access to,good.drinking water. 
As the time progres-*s you can cut out the Buttermilk Powder and 
reduce somewhat the salt. 


The above feeding recipe has given excellent results and it may be of 
some assistance to you. One very important thing—commence immediately, 
if you have not already started, to prepare your flocks for Marketing.

Farm Supplies 

Pointing out that the Farm Supplies 
Department was conducted, as_ in 
former years, so as to yield only a 
modest return over the cost of opera- 
tions, the Report stated that 
great value of this Department has 
always been considered by the direc- 
tors and the shareholders to lie in the 
services it renders to’ the Company’s 
customers, making high quality sup- 
' plies available to them at a minimum 
cost.”’ The largest volume of business 
is done in binder twine and coal, in 
each of which commodities the Com- 
pany is one of the leading distributors 
of Western Canada. 

In view of the possibility that 
sefious difficulties might be encoun- 
tered during the coming winter in 
obtaining coal supplies (especially if 
the winter is severe or if weather 
conditions are such as to hamper 
railway operations) the Company has 
prepared to meet the situation by 
filling to capaeity and keeping filled 
all coal sheds. To avoid any diffi- 
culties for themselves, customers are 
advised to order and to get in their 
own supplies of coal as soon as possible.

Order A-1398, Effective October 4 


Ceiling prices for apples grown in the Maritimes and for British Columbia 
apples sold anywhere west of Fort William remain unchanged from 194}. 
When B.C. McIntosh or Fameuse (Snow) varieties are sold for delivery east 
of Fort William there is a 15¢ per box reduction for extra fancy and fancy 
gtades and a 5¢ per box reduction for combination Fancy-C and C gradés. 
Shippers’ prices for Ontario and Quebec apples packed in baskets, bushel 
hampers and barrels are unchanged from 1943. Shippers’ prices for crates, 
boxes and bushel cartons (wrapped) are 5¢ per container higher than last year. 
The area of free delivery for Ontario apples is limited to that part of Ontario 
south of the 45th parallel and the ceiling price in such markets as Montreal, 
Ottawa, Cornwall, Sudbury and North Bay is increased by the amount 
which the freight rate from Toronto exceeds 25¢ per hundred. The order also 
sets ceilings for windfalls, loose-packed and ungraded apples.

EASTERN HAY PRICES 


Order A-1414, Now in Effect 
Ceilings for hay grown in Ontario, Quebec and the Maritimes have now been 
set in line with those fixed last season for western hay. Maximum price for 
growers and shippers is $18 per ton for baled hay loaded on a car at the 
nearest shipping point, or $17 a ton at the shipping point, unloaded, 
Maximum price at the farm is $17 a ton for baled hay, less hauling costs to 
nearest shipping point, and $16.50 a ton for unbaled hay, less the usual 
baling charges or $3 a ton, whichever is the lesser. In direct sales to a person 
buying to feed his own stock, the grower-shipper can add to the maximum 
prices and maximum mark-up $1.50 a ton if shipped by rail in carload lots 
y and $3.50 a ton if shipped any other way. 


~ SUGAR’ FOR BEES 


A beekeeper who requires sugar for his bees must register with the Board. 
If he produces less than 4,000 Ibs. of honcy annually, he registers with his 
Local Ration Board; if he produces more than 4,000 lbs. he registers with 
the Ration Administration. To obtain sugar purchase permit (Form RB-57) 
for feeding, he must forwatd to the Provincial Apiarist a statement giving 
his name and address, the number of colonies of bees, period of sugar 
feeding and the minimum quantity of sugar required. The apiarist will for- 
ward a form which will be accepted by a merchant as a ration document. 


, COUPONS IN RATION BOOKS 3 AND 4 


All coupons in Ration Books 3 and 4 expire on December 31. These include 
the 10 “‘F’’ coupons valid for canning sugar; sugar coupons 14 to 45, *‘D" 
coupons 1 to 16 and preserves coupons 17 to 32.

as A-men fit for front line duty. 
Further, 285,000 or over 25 per cent 
were unsuitable for army service 
anywhere in any capacity.

In Industry there 
are some 50,000 absent every day. 
In the schools, in one Canadian 
city 1,000,000 school days were lost, 
or about 100 closed rooms per day. 
In general, it is computed there are 
200,000 persons ill daily in Canada, 
and the cost of the sickness amounts 
to some $300,000,000 yearly. Rather 
staggering figures!

depend upon tax-discrimination, as is 
shown by the record of your own 
Company, which has always paid 
Income Taxes, since the Income Tax 
Act was first passed, and which has 
never sought any tax discrimination 
on its own behalf. The history of 
British co-operatives is further con- 
clusive proof. They have continued 
to flourish since 1933, when tax 
discrimination in their favor was 
abolished, and appear to be stronger 

now than ever. 

“Your Company, of course, has. 
nothing to fear from a Royal-Commis- 
sion. From this Company’s stand- 
point, however, it would have been 
preferable had the appointment not 
d layed, by a suspension of Exchequer 
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Court cases, decision as to what the 


law has been and is, and.what taxes 
are actually due from this Company 
on operations of the past four years. 
There has been imposed upon your 
Company a further, and regrettable, 
delay, in the disposition of the $2,000,- 
000.it now holds in Patronage Dividend 
Reserve.” 

Hope was expressed -for the safe 
return of the large number of members 
of: the Company’s staff, more than 
150 men and women, who in the 
Army, Navy and Air Force are playing 
a part in the present struggle. Loyal 
support of many thousands of farmers 
who make use of the Company’s ele- 
vators, and loyal services of the effi- 
cient staff under the strain of wartime 
conditions, was acknowledged. 


Still Need Maximum Effort 


The Report concluded: 

“The time will soon arrive, and 
perhaps within the coming year, when 
adjustments in-agricultural policy and 
agricultural production will be required 
to meet changing conditions. From 
time to time your Directors may have 
to put forward suggestions in that 
respect, which suggestions when made, 
will he based upon principles already 
declared by the Board and -approved 
in the..past—by-representatives of the 
shareholders. 

“For another year at least it seems 
pr@bable that the maximum agricul- 
tural effort of which this country is 
capable, will be required, either in 
connection with prosecuting the war 
war-torn 


or in providing relief to 
countries. It must be hoped that in 
the period to follow, conditions will 


justify such production being main- 
tained, and that agriculture can thus 
make the maximum contribution to- 
wards getting the economy of this 
country ona Satisfactory peace-time 
basis. There is already assurance that 
a policy of floor prices for agricultural 
products will be maintained during the 
transition period. It is interesting to 
recall that this Company, three years 
ago, put forward the first suggestion 
of price guarantees to offset the fears 


of producers for a post war decline in 
agricultural prices. 

“It.must not be supposed, however, 
that the agricultural problems of this 
country are solved when public opinion 
and Government policy recognize the 
importance of reasonable prices for 
agricultural products. For permanent 
prosperity of Canadian agriculture 
mre is required. There are needed 
export outlets of such a nature, and 
world political and economic organi- 
zation of such a kind that our export 
products can be satisfactorily marketed 
throughout the world. For that we 
can depend only to a limited extent on 
policies that can be formulated within 
Canada and put into effect by this 
country alone. More will depend upon 
the international. structure for the 
maintenance of peace and upon the 
economic organization of the world 
that’ will develop after the war. The 
prosperity of Canadian agriculture 
and the welfare of all those engaged 
therein are bound up with the success 
of efforts now being made to insure 
collaboration of the nations of the 
world.- 

“One year from now the Company 
will enter on its fortieth year of 
service to the farmers of western 
Canada. Its record over many 
years 1s one in which its members 
may properly take pride, and one 
which justifies the hope that in 
the future it will serve the interests 
of western agriculture as success- 
fully as it has been able to do in 
the past.’’

Dear Farm Women: 


Probably most of you have noticed 
that for the past little time and for 
the weeks immediately ahead, con- 
ventions seem to abound.

Sweet-Apple Jelly: It’s not too late 
to supplement your stock of jams and 
jellies, for any of the fall apples is 
suitable for this recipe. Choose red- 
skinned ones for an attractive product. 
Remove blossom and ‘stem ends of 
about 2 quarts apples, cut in small 
pieces—do not peel or core. Add 4 
cups water. Cover, and simmer for 
10 minutes. Mash well, simmer 5 
minutes longer; turn into jelly beg 
and squeeze out juice. To 5 cups 
prepared juice add juice of 1 lemon, 
71/2 cups sugar;: bring quickly to 
boil, add half bottle liquid pectin, 
boil hard for half a minute; pour into 
hot sterilized jars, cover at once with 
paraffin. | 

Chocolate Sauce: Blend 1 tbs. each 
flour and cocoa with half cup sugar 
and pinch of salt; add 1 cup boiling 
water, let boil gentlv for 3 minutes, 
add 1 tsp. butter. Can also be used 
for filling for layer cake. 

Navy Bean Chowder: Soak 1 cup 
beans overnight. Drain. Simmer in 
3 cups water, salted, for about 2 hours. 
Fry 2 tbs. salt pork or bacon, cut in 
small pieces, with 2 ths. chopped onion; 
combine with beans; add 11/2 cups 
diced raw’ potato; simmer 15 minutes. 
Add 2 tbs. fat blended with 2 ths. 
flour, 2 cups milk, cook 5 minutes 
longer. Season with salt and pepper, 
sprinkle with chopped parsley. 

Shoes will wear longer and keep dry°* 
longer, if they are periodically rubbed 
well with one of the commercial water- 
proofing products. Don’t overlook 
the soles, where the hardest wear 
comes. 

Iodine Stains can be removed with 
glycerine. Pour over the stain and 
leave until iodine is absorbed. 

For good teeth and strong bones, 
calcium and Vitamin C are vitally 
necessary. Milk is an important 
source of calcium; Vitamin C is 
found in tomatoes, citrus fruits, green, 
leafy vegetables, and apples. 


Houseplants should be kept away 


from high temperatures, between 50 
and 60 Fahrenheit being recommended 
as the best range, by the Federal 
Department of Agriculture. A drop of 
a few degrees during the night will be 
beneficial rather than harmful? Plants 
should be set at least a foot from 
windows, to permit of air circulation.

The food situation in Canada, as throughout the world, remains 
critical. Nothing must be wasted. Every last pound of vegetables and 
fruits from home gardens must be harvested and stored. In addition 
to canning, preserving and pickling there are several other ways to 
store fruits and vegetables for future use. The housewife is urged 
to consult an authoritative bock on the subject. The following 
methods should be investigated: 

1. SALTING. - Such vegetables as cabbage (sauerkraut), beans, 
greens and corn may be preserved with salt, in stone crocks or glass 
jars. 

2. DRYING. A long list of fruits and vegetables may be dried in 
one of three ways: Sun Drying, Cabinet’ Drying, Oven Drying. 

3. PIT STORAGE. Open air storage in pit, mound or barrel is 
suitable for such vegetables as potatoes, carrots, turnips, cabbage, 
beets, parsnips; also apples. 

4. CELLAR STORAGE. Produce stored in the cellar requires good 
ventilation away from furnace area. Conditions and methods vary 
over wide range of. fruits and vegetables.

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The Wheat Situation 


By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 
_ Superintendent of Publicity, 
Alberta Wheat Pool 


George MclIvor, chairman of the 
Canadian Wheat. Board, made the 
statement at the Saskatchewan Wheat 
Pool’s annual meeting that Canada's 
wheat carry-over on July 3lst, 1945; 
might well be down as low as 200 mil- 
lion bushels. This envisages an ex- 
port of Canadian wheat of better than 
450 million bushels during the crop 
year. If this develops it will create 
an all-time record for this country. 

Mr. MelIvor said that during 1943-44 
there was a demand for every bushel 
of Canadian grain in terminal position. 
This extensive demand is. continuing. 
European countries are buying Cana- 
dian wheat on a _ broadening scale 
and sales are also being made to the 
United States. The main problem at 
the present time is to get as much 
wheat. as possible to the eastern sea- 
board to supply demands during the 
winter months. 


Wheat. Estimate Stepped Up 


On Tuesday of this week the Federal 
Bureau of Statistics issued a second 
estimate of Canadian grain production 
in 1944. Figures for wheat were 
rei ich up by 5,600,000 bushels. Oat 
pe iction was lowered by 4,200,000 

ushels and. barley production was 
lowered by 4,600,000 ' bushels.

Agriculture is the one industry 
that may be said to have entered the 
first phase of the transition period 
between war and peace, and it will be 
for the Conference members to take 
stock of the situation, of the period 
for which contracts are to run, of 
marketing prospects in liberated coun- 
tries, and in countries for which 


Canada has been the main source of . 


supply during the war. 

hey will undoubtedly discuss the 
relationship of quality production to 
the maintenance and establishment 
of markets, and make a careful study 
of farm management with inexpensive 
changes that may reduce the costs 
of products for export trade. They 
will also discuss subsidies in con- 
nection with the operation of the 
floor price act. 

In connection with liberated coun- 
tries, it must be borne in mind that 
Holland, while a tough nut to crack, 
will be freed soon, and Denmark will 
follow. The little country which 
exported so much bacon to Britain 
before the war will naturally not be 
in a position to resume its export 
trade immediately. It will have to 
import feed and replenish. its livestock, 
but its return to the market is only 
a matter of time. With the siabiliaa 
tion of military control over the 
Mediterranean countries of North 
Africa, Tunisia, Algeria, and to some 
extent Libya, have become contribu- 
tors in grain to the needs of liberated 
countries of Europe.

(Continued from page 1) 

“Not only does our charter embody 
every principle of the Rochdale plan, 

ut our early history is no less romantic 
than that of the weavers of Rochdale. 
It is now over 38 years since a small 
handful of men met in the little town 
of Sintaluta under the leadership . of 
E. A. Partridge and hung a sign in the 
window of Wilson’s store, on , which 
had been painted... the words, 
‘GRAIN GROWERS GRAIN COM- 
PANY’ and commenced organization 
work at a desk in that store for which 
they had paid the huge rental of $1. 
In July, 1906, the organization meeting 
was held in a tent at the Winnipeg 
exposition, and in September of that 
year the Company opened for business 
in. two little rooms of the Tribune 
Building in Winnipeg. . 
Showed Temper of Western Farmers 

‘The place was so small that there 
was scarcely room for three men and 
a stenographer to turn round _ in. 
The equipment consisted of a few 
sticks of second-hand furniture... 
but such was the temper of the Western 
farmers that by the end of the first 
week cars of grain were rolling forward 
at the rate of 100 per week. It was 
in that small and humble way that 
the Company represented here tonight 
had its corporate beginning. This 
gathering this evening illustrates better 
than can any words the growth and 
development in the intervening 38 
years.” 

The Company, Mr. Brownlee point- 
ed out, had thus blazed the trail in 
the marketing of major farm products 
which had made it easier for the later 
Co-operative efforts to thrive and 
prosper. ‘‘But what is more important 


still,’ he added, ‘‘for 38 years it has . 


consistently and loyally played _ its 
art in improving the position of 

estern Agriculture. It has remained 
true to its traditions. It has kept the 
faith.” 
Difficulty and Danger Ahead 

At a time when the peoples of the 
Allied Natioas.are “thrilled with the 
expectation of early peace’’, those 
who were gathered together, said the 
speaker, were only too painfully aware 
thas the following years might be 
years of extreme difficulty and danger 
for Western Agriculture, yet could 
face those years with a calm confidence 
born of long experience. 

‘In his poem, Ulysses, Tennyson had 


the aged warrior speak: 


“T am part of all that I have met; 
Yet all experience is an arch where 
thro 
Gleams that untravelled world, whose 

margin fades, 

For ever and ever when I move.” 
In other words, -‘‘through the eyes 
of experience may be seen more clearly 
the outlines of far horizons.” 

Years Crowded With Experience 

What a world of experience had been 
crowded into those 38 years sime 
1906! Probably no greater mass 
movement of peoples had been crowded 
into that same short period, in the 
history of modern times. ... By the 
end of 1913 the rapid phase of W. stern 
settlement was over. ‘!'wo problems 
arose (1) that these people should 
ultimately form a _ reasonably pros- 
erous community; (2) that thev should 
* welded into a United Canadian 
people true to the best traditions of 
Anglo-Saxon people. - 

While farms were cleared and put 
into cultivation, homes and farm 


buildings erected in a space of time 


shorter than in any other agricultural 
country, there were also disasters— 
the first with the short depression of 
1920, followed by the great depression 
of 1930. : 
Change in Past Four Years 

“For nearly a decade the debt 
problem was one of the outstanding 
problems of Western Canada.”  In- 
terest rates were jrohibitive. The 
past four years had brought change in 
agriculture, and from a purely ma- 
terialistic point of view the average 
farmer in the West was probably more 
securely dug in now than ever before, 
If the disastrous declines in price 
levels that followed the last war. 
could be avoided, Western Agriculture 
might face the post-war years with a 
reasonable sense of security. 

The second problem had been 


« 
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largely solved. A unified and loyal 
Canadianism had been established, 
in the political and social tradition 
inherited from Runnymede. No other 
peoples had attained greater freedom. 

Declaring that no country, unless 
it were the United States, had shown 
a greater genius for production than 
Canada,. Mr. Brownlee said he be- 
lieved in future years it would be said 
that among the greatest contributin 
factors to the success of the Allie 
nations were ‘‘the assembly lines of 
the United States, Great Britain ahd 
Canada, andthe might of the British 
navy in keeping open the sea lanes 
for the convoy of the products of 
those assembly lines.’’ 

Unexcelled in Social Reform 


No people had excelled ours in 
their conceptions of social reform, 
declared the speaker, supporting this 
assertion with Sir. William Beveridge’s 
comparison of the social achievements 
of the various countries of the world. 
Sir William-had pointed with pride 
to the fact that Great Britain and 
British speaking countries stand well 
to the forefront in the progress which 
has been made in social thinking among 
the peoples of the world. The British 
security program had come, it had 
been said, with ‘‘that inevitability of 
gradualness which is woven into 
British history. . .. Once more Bri- 
tain had quietly evolved a major 
change in its national life because 


enough Britons wanted it.” 

The Company, Mr. Brownlee point- 
ed out in his survey of farm organi- 
zation today, is ‘‘one of a goodly 
number” all strongly organized and 
all devoted to the same cause,-linked

By an order signed on August 15th, 1944, by the undersigned 
' “Minister of Labour under authority of 
National Selective Service Mobilization Regulations, 1944:

1. Commencing August 22nd, 1944, every 
employer is required to check the docu- 
ments held by each newly engaged male 
employee, within 7 days of the employee’s 
engagement, to determine if such employee 
possesses documents to show that he is in 
good standing under National Selective 
Service Mobilization Regulations, 1944 (that 
is, in relation to the Military Call-up); 


2. Every employer must report ‘on 
Schedule 9 to the Registrar for his Mobiliz- 
ation Division, concerning any employee 
found not to possess documents as 
referred to; 


3. Every employer is required similarly 
to check the documents held by each male 
employee now working for him, whose 


to report to the Registrar for his Mobiliz- 
ation Division at once on any such em- 
ployee found not to possess documents as 
referred to; , 
4. Any male employee ma referred to, is 
required by the ReguJations to present 
his documents to his employer for purposes 
of inspection; 


5. FOR THIS PURPOSE “EMPLOYER”

OPERATING A FARM, WHO HAS A 
MALE PERSON WORKING FOR HIM; 


6. Penalties are provided for any employer 
or male employee who fails to comply 
with these Regulations. 


By an earlier order, employers were required to check the documents held 
by their male employees, and to report by May Ist, 1944, on doubtful 
cases as well as cases where employees did not possess documents. 


Employers are asked to remember that they do not report on men who 
do possess the necessary documents—only on those who fail to present 
documents for examination, or where there is doubt that the document 


presented actually proves good standing.

This co-operation was 
decidedly helpful, and is very much appreciated. Further co-operation 


is now earnestly requested. 


Schedule 9, for reporting to the Registrar, and details as to documents which prove 
good standing, are available through the nearest Employment and Selective Service Office.
